to the honours. The no, ward 
Shire and the domifian#’ Labor 
vote were evident factors. So 
also was the fact that to say 
the least no great catise for 
dis-satisfaction with the coun- 
cil had been apparent. 

The relative influx of oppos- 
ing candidates is therefore 
notable. In due course they 
will no doubt canvas the rea- 
sons for their nominations.

Ginifer said 
that one fifth of the drainage 
rate’-calculated in the“ metro: 
politan area was spent in the 
Altona and Seaholme area. He 
was pleased to see that after 
the heavy rain the levee banks 
held and the Kororoit Creek 
was continuing in its true 
course. Cherry Lake acted as 
the experts hoped it would. 

_Whether the amount of rain 
and water down the creek was 
enough to really test it is open 
to speculation, only finding out 
the amount of rain would tell. 

It was not only from Koror- 
oit Creek, but water diverted 
from the headquarters of Stony 
Creek. One fifth of the com- 
ing year’s rate would also be 
spent in the Altona area when 
a lot of work will be done on 
the Truganina drain which 
will affect the area of the con- 
tinuation of Queen Street.

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Altona East State School — History of the First Five Years 


The first decision to build a school at Altona East was 
made by District Inspector, Mr. J. Crocker, and Assistant 
Chief Inspector, Mr. R. McLellan, who sited an area, of five 
acres, bounded by Marion Street, Sutton Avenue, Collins 
Avenue and Hearn Street, late in 1959. ,

Construction work began in through individual assignment 


December, 1959, and the 
school was ready by July, 1960. 
On July 9 the newly-appointed 
head master, Mr. C. G. Duffy, 
with Mr. Crocker, Mr. G. Hird 
(retired Spotswood head mas- 
ter), and two other teachers, 
arrived at the school for the 
purposes of making arrange- 
ments for the opening dey, 
unpacking supplies and plac- 
ing desks in rooms. 


Opening day was on July 
11, when 276 children, from 
Grades 1 to 5 inclusive, were 
enrolled, These children had 
transferred from four schools 
—Newport, Newport West, 
Brooklyn and Spotswood. The 
first staff numbered nine, with 
Mr. Duffy and eight assistants 
~—Mr. N. Povey (senior mas- 
ter), Miss A. Souter (acting 
infant mistress), Mr. L. Davis, 
Miss M. Buckland, Miss M. 
Brown, Mr. G. O'Day, Mrs. J. 
Gunthorp, Miss A. Collins and 
Mr. J. Fitzgerald, who trans 
ferred to Altona in 1962, and 

“ returned this year on promo- 
tion. 


At first there was no fence 
surrounding the school 
ground, and site works were 
not completed, due to an ab- 
normally wet winter. The 
school was worried by roaming 
packs of dogs, and several 
children were bitten. Wander- 
ing horses too, sheltered from 
the wind against the school 
buildings. 


DEVELOPMENTS 

Rapid development has 
taken place at the school, 
now a motern, jwell-cared 
for building of 16 rooms, 
with various other pavilions 
and amenities—staff rooms, 
sick bay, Mothers’ Club 
room, store rooms, shelter 
sheds, etc. There are 16 
grades at the present time, 
but at one stage there were 
classes in 20 rooms. 


Altona East is a First Class 
school, with a present enrol- 
ment of 620. At the end of 

_ 1964, there were 740 children, 
but the opening of the new 
Altona North school this year 
reduced this number, as 145 


children transferred there. 
the 1965 staff totals 18, 
with Mr. Duffy still head 


master, and the only member 
of the original staff who has 
been at the school for the 
five years. 


Mrs. L. Stewart is infant 
mistress and deputy head, 
while Mr, M. Schier is sentor 
master. The present inspector, 
Mr. H. T. Message, B.A., B.Ed., 
succeeded Mr. J. Crocker, 
B.A., B.Ed., in 1964. To both 
these gentlemen the school is 
grateful for their inspiration, 
encouragement and guidance. 


EDUCATIONAL PROGRESS 


Educational progress has 
been furthered by the purchase 
of a great variety of mechant- 
cal and visual aids, including 
a public address system, tele- 
vision, radio, record players, 
film strips and projector, 
blackout curtains for the film 
room, flash card machines, 
class library shelves and 
books, teachers’ reference li- 
bary, display boards and 
charts, sporting and physical 
education equipment, play 
grcund equipment, framed 
pictures, as well as a refrigera- 
tor and stove for the Mothers’ 
Club canteen. 


SPECIAL TEACHING TECH- 

NIQUES and modern ideas 
have been used extensively at 
all levels throughout the 
school, along with a number 
of schemes of an experimental 
nature, in order to achieve a 
more realistic and meaningful 
approach to the methods of 
teaching. 


Programmed instruction in 
spelling, mathematics and 
English is enabling children, 











work, to progress at their own 
rates and their own particular 
levels of development. Cuisen- 
air in maths. and S.R.A. in 
reading are further examples 
of differential teaching, which 
aims to cater for all levels of 
ability. Each teacher makes 
half-yearly reports on these 
methods, assessing their suit- 
ability and adaptability with- 
in the whole school’s educa- 
tional scheme. 


Record cards and case his- 
tories, containing valuable in- 
formation about the progress, 
character and attitude of each 
child are systematically com- 
piled and handed on to each 


successive teacher, and then 
to the various secondary 
schools. 

GROUNDS 


A great deal of work has 
been put into the care of 
the school grounds and im- 
mediate surroundings. 


Trees have heen planted 
round the perimeter of the 
grounds, and a wide variety 
of shrubs and flowers in the 
gardens. These were made 
available to the school by the 
Footscray City Council, The 
Victorian State Schools Hort: 
cultural Society, the Public 


Works Department and school ; 


funds. Valuable assistance was 
received from Mr. Matthews 
(for many years curator of the 
Footscray Gardens), in their 
establishment. 


Work on the playing fields 
was completed this year. Three 
thousand cubic yards of filling 
was used, much of it being 
supplied by the Altona Shire 
Council, and the rest from 
school funds, The areas has 
been grassed and top dressed, 
and a fine playing area is 
now javailable, ineluding a 
sports oval, for which the: Vic- 
torian Footbali League has 
generously provided goal posts. 


Altona East is also very for- 
tunate in having the use of 
Cooper Reserve, immediately 
opposite the school, which the 
Altona Council has developed 
into a fine recreation ares. 
Play ground equipment, 2 con- 
crete cricket pitch and gogl 
posts have been provided and 
the whole area recently top 
dressed. The school is very 
grateful to the Altona Council 
for the interest it has always 
shown in the school’s develop- 
ment, and the number of 
ways in which it has assisted 
--the care of nature strips 
around the school being one. 


Care and attention to the 
school surroundings were re- 
cently rewarded by the pre- 
sentration of the A.N.A. prize 
for the most improved gardens 
and grounds in the Sunshine 
Inspectorate for 1964. Much 
of the credit for this award 
is due to ae M. Schier and 
the Grade 6 boys, whose job it 
has been to care for the gar- 
dens, with:a special mention 
to Mr. I. Woodland, whose eff- 
orts established the gardens 
in the early stages, ~ 


Mention must also be made 
of the school caretakers, who 
have expended much effort in 
keeping the school neat and 
attractive. Mrs. I. Allen, the 
original caretaker, is a real 
“friend of the children”. be 
cause of her keen interest in 
the school and the children, 
Particularly in the field of 
sport. The second caretaker, 
Mrs. D-‘ Hankin was appointed 
in 1963, as the school had 
grown so much by then, 


That a school should develop

‘SCHOOL COMMITTEE AND 
MOTHERS’ CLUB 

No schoel can function 
successfully without the in- 
terest and co-operation of 
parent organisations, and Al- 
tona East has been most 
fortunate in receiving ready 
assistance from its School 
Comittee and Mothers’ Club. 


The first Scheol Committee 
was convened in August, 1960, 
with Mr. D. Williams as the 
president; Mrs. E. Offen, sec- 
retary; Mr. J. Tribe, treasurer; 
and Mr. H. Boardman, Mr. 
and Mrs. P. Cassar, and Mrs. 
D. Mills as members. At the 
; present time Mr. H. Boardman 
is president, Mrs. D. Mills sec- 
Tetary, Mr. J. Tribe treasurer, 
with Messs. R. Wilkinson, E. 
Alien, A. Chester, T. Chap- 
man and P. Cassar other mem- 
bers. 


The school is indeed grateful 
for the services these people 
have rendered over the years, 
in particular Mrs. D. Mills and 
Messrs. Williams, Boardman, 
Tribe and Wilkinson, all of 
whom have served for some 
considerable time. 


The Mothers’ Club was 
formed in July, 1960, with the 
first president, Mrs. E. Baker; 
Secretary, Mrs. I. White; and 
treasurer, Mrs. J. Hammond. 
In 1962-63, Mrs. H. Gray was 
president, Mrs. L. Gleghorn 
and Mrs. L. Knight secretaries 
and Mrs. Hammond treasurer. 


For the 1964-65 term, Mrs. 
J. Halls has been .president, 
Mrs. L. Knight secretary, and 
Mrs Hammond again treasurer. 


Mrs. Hammond has almost 
completed five years as the 
treasurer and her work is very 
highly appreciated by the com- 
munity and the school. The 
sterling work of the first 
presidents, Mrs. Baker and 
Mrs. Gray (1962-63) was re- 
sponsible for some outstanding 
drives to provide much needed 
books and. equipment. This 
work has been well carried on 
by Mrs. Halls. Indeed, a band 
of noble and dedicated women 
who form the Mothers’ Club, 
are to be admired for their un- 
selfish and untiring work 
aimed .at helping the school. 





Between them, the School 
Committee and Mothers’ Club 
have raised the sum of almost 
£3000; a tremendous effort in 
only five years. This has been 
raised by the system of Direct 
Giving Envelopes (donations 
to the School Committee), a 
lunch canteen on Mondays 
and Fridays (run by the 
mothers), the annual bazaar, 
and various other functions, 
one of which was a most suc- 
cessful School Ball, held at the 
Williamstown Town Hall in 
October, 1962, which over 1000 
people attended. 


The school has received 
financial assistance from 
other quarters too. Grade 


bazaars have annually raised 
money for charity, and more 
recently for boys’ club equip- 
ment, and science equipment.

SECONDARY EDUCATION 

On the completion of their 
primary schooling, Altona 
Each children go on to the 
Altona North High School, 
Altona North Technical, or 
the Williamstown Girls’ 
School, and are indeed for- 
unate to have such good 
schools in close proximity. 


Scholarships’ to the amount 
of £64/10/- are awarded annu- 
ally to Grade 6 girls and boys, 
for the “Leading Scholars," 
the “Most Deserving” and the 
“Most Improved.” Character, 
attitude and progress are 
taken into account, as well as 
scholastic ability. The top

SOCIAL SERVICE 

Members of Senior grades 
actively participate in the Al- 
tona Council’s “Junior Coun- 
cil” schemes, begun by the 
Shire President, Cr. J. J. Gini- 
fer, “to instil civic pride and 
civic interest.” At each of the 
monthly meetings, two “Coun- 
cillors” and one “Observer,” 
are in attendance, and in turn 
report their findings to a full 
school assembly. The venture 
has proved extremely worth- 
while as children learn to be- 
come aware of the civic devel- 
opment in their area; and of 
their own responsibilities to- 
wards their community. Mem- 
bers of staff who were taken 
on a guided tour of the Shire 
were also greatly impressed 
{by the many aspects of the 
Shire’s development. 


j Social Service work has in- 
volved donations of money, 
eggs and rags to a number 
ot charities—the Victorian 
State Schols Relief Fund, the 
Williamstown Hospital, the 
Freedom from Hunger Cam- 
paign, the Old People’s Wei-

In order to mould a school 
tradition and to promote a 
keener interest by the stu- 
dents in various ‘school activi- 
ties, a House system was initia- 
ted late in 1962, under the 
guidance of Mr. R. Miller.
